TESTIMONY FOR DEFENSE STILL 
IN PROGRESS. 


Josie Corbett Under Cross-examina- 
tion Becomes Confused—A China- 
man Who Was Ashamed to Ap- 
pear in the Case—Garrett’s Ac- 
count of His Life. 


ation before Justice Lockwood put in 
considerable testimony yesterday, and 
the witnesses suffered considerably 
under the cross-examination by Mr. 
Payton, particularly Miss Josie Cor- 
,bett, who tangled herself inextricably 
in a network of falsehoods. The rule 
was relaxed somewhat during the day 
in regard to the exclusion of the pub- 
lic, and the spectators fared all right 
untila laugh was indulged in over 
some ludicrous point, when the Court 
ordered the lobby cleared. 

Miss Josie Corbett gave her direct 
testimony Thursday, and painted Mrs. 
Edgecomb in very black 
hesitated, stumbied and tripped all 
— her cross-examination. She 
said: 

**T am 16 years old and am not mar- 
ried. The pair of shoes Il now have on 
my feet I got from Capt. Garrett, and 
he also gave ine a pair of bracelets. I 
have known Nettie Keyes only a week. 
Ob, yes, I forgot that I met her at 
Santa Paula about three weeks ago 
when I went there with Capt. Garrett. 
I used to go with Capt. Garrett down 
on Jefferson street to see his orchard. 
I am sure I never went to Santa Mon- 
ica with him. IthinkI told May I went 
down there with him to witness the 
balloon ascension. If it was the balloon 
ascension, I was there. Now I say I 
was notthere. I told the untruth be- 
cause it was none of the business of the 
people. Last Sunday two weeks ago I 
was not at home, but I do not remem- 
ber where I was unless I was at the 
balloon ascension. On the day of the 
ascension I was at Santa Paula. 

‘*‘On Saturday night last I staid with 
Nettie Keyes at her room on epeine 
street. I don’t know the place. I 
was rather late when we went there. 
It was about 7 o’clock. No, I am not 
sure about it. I might have staid at 
home that night. I do not remember. 
On Sunday morning I went home. 
Nettie and I were together the night 
before. I don’t remember whether or 
not. Nettie and I returned home on 
Sunday morning. My mother never 
locked me up. She told me she did 
not want me to come into court. I 
don’t remember whether Capt. Garrett 
was at our house last Saturday night. 
He was there Friday night. I believe 
he was there Fridav or Saturday night. 
‘On Friday night Nettie and I staid 
at his house. 1 think I was there—no, 
I don’t know whether I was or not. I 
don’t know what time it was I went to 
bed. Nettie and I have not occupied a 
single room on Spring street any nicht 
since we got acquainted. I don’t know 
why I told the court that wedid. I 
may have made a mistake about the 
street. We occupied a room together 
one night. It was on Main street. 
Capt. Garrett, Nettie and I have fre- 
quently taken lunch together lately; 
not every day. Nettie told me Capt. 
Garrett got her a new hat. I did not 
see him pay for it. He was present 
when she got it. I formed Capt. Gar- 
rett’s acquaintance at a fruit store on 
Fourth street and went with him to 


look at a house he had to rent. Atter- 
and . wag. 


wards I went.to his house, ai 
there about fifteen minutes.” 

A diagram of the Garrett house was 
drawn by the witness, and she ex- 
plained where the different members 
of the household slept after she began 
sleeping in the house.

‘She scolds me when she gets angry. 
She has forbidden my going out to 
Capt. Garrett’s. I went there twice 
bareheaded when my mother kept my 
hat. Capt. Garrett never came to my 
bed or had anything to do withme. He 
never hugged or kissed me I 
know Wong Quong, and _ have 
only seen him twice since Mr. 
Garrett was arrested. He has 
been at our house more times than 
that, but I only saw him twice. I had 
a young man arrested for rape in San 
Diego. I donot remember where it 
took place. It was on a bill back of 
the town. I have no ill-feeling toward 
Maila, but she is a liar. I did not: 
say I would send her to the peniten- 


tiary. 
“Capt Garrett might have saidin a 
joke that [ might be his wife. Yes, he 
joked about it. He told me how he 
got a divorce from his wife. It was 
about three weeks after I first knew 
him. He did not tell me the way he 
got it was by hiding and catching a 
man with his wife. He might have 
told me that. He told me that. I 
don’t know whether he did or not. I 
am not mad at Maila for saying I had 
improper relations with her father.”’ 

At the afternoon session, Mrs. Joe 
Arnold of No. 133 East First street, 
whe keeps a lodging-house and her 
husband a saloon, testified that she 
had conversations with Mrs. Edge- 
comb. The day Edgecomb was ar- 
rested, she came to the house of the 
witness and asked her to befriend her. 
The witness related the often-repeated 
story of Edgecomb’s alleged seduction 
of Maila; also the story of the alleged 
abortion, and the robbingof Mr. Gar- 
rett by Edgecomb and Mrs. Edgecomb. 
These stories, which Mrs. Edgecomb 
admitted on the stand that she had 
told, were all gone into by the witness 
iny detail. The witness stated that 
Mrs. Edgecomb had always spoken of 
her fatber in the highest terms. At 
the time Mrs. Edgecomb told the 
stories the witness was not acquainted 
with Capt. Garrett. 

On cross-examination the witness 
said: “‘Mrs. Edgecomb did tell me that 
Mr. Edgecomb had said that I kept a 
bad house. I met her the day she was 
married to Edgecomb, and asked her 
again if Edgecomb had said that, and 
she said yes, but that he was mad at the 
time. I had heard before Mrs. Edge- 
comb told me these things that Edge- 
comb had talked aboutme. Capt. Gar- 
rett never tried to influence my testi- 
mony in this case.”’ 

. R. Brown of 419 South Spring 
street testified that he had a conversa- 
tion with Mrs. Edgecomb. It was the 
same day Edgecomb was arrested. He 
was passing their house and met Mrs. 
Edgecomb. She was trying to get into 


the house,- her father hav- 
ing locked it up. He helped 
her get into the window. He 


took a seat, and she spoke to him 
about her troubles. He asked her if 
it was true, and she said it was, and 
just then Capt. Garrett came up. ‘The 
witness remained there for two hours.

After- 
wards, about the 38d of July, she said 
she was going to change her und and 
did not intend to marry him. at 
was all the conversation. 

The defense announced that the 
Chinaman, Wong Quong, had been 
subpeenaed, but was sick and could 
not be present. The Court Was asked 
to go tohbis store and take his testi- 
mony. Constable Vail stated that he 
had served the subpoena, and the 
Chinaman was lying around seemingly 
under the weather; that hédiad said he 
could come any other day this. 

The Court ordered an ‘attachment td 
issue for the witness, returnable forth- 


with. 

While the Constable was gone for 
the Chinaman Lionel A. Sheldon, ex- 
Governor of New Mexico; now of Pasa- 
dena, testified that he was running the 
Texas and Pacific Railroad in 1886 and 
1887; had been in Congress three times 
and had lived at New Orleans. He 
had known Capt. Garrett 20 years. He 
had known him in New Orleans and 
here. Heknew his repntation as he 
had known that of others, generally, 
and bad never heard it called in ques- 
tion as a sober man of gentlemanly 
deportment. Capt. Garrett had been 
in the customs service for some time 
and in the secret service of the Gov- 
ernment. 

On cross-examination the witness 
stated that he never knew anything of 
the private life of the defendant, and 
had met him only a few times on the 
street in Los Angeles. 
J.J. Walsh, a clerk at No. 154 North 
Spring street and formerly of New Or- 
leans, testified that he had known 
Capt. Garrett since 1867, He consid- 
ered his reputation good as far as he 
knew; had never heard it discussed. 
The witness knew nothing of the pri- 
vate life of the defendant fur ten years 
past. In 1867 witness and defendant 
were agents of the Freedman’s Bureau 
in New Orleans, and afterwards were 
inspectors in the customs? service. 
he Chinaman here put in appear- 
ance. Mrs. Edgecomb was very much 
affected by his presence, and the base 
and degrading imputations which it 
created, and her face was flushed, 
while she could scarcely: keep still. 
The Chinaman spoke pretty good 
English and seemed very intelligent. 
His testimony was as follows: 
Wong Quong: [live in Chinatown, 
and have lived here three years.

I gave her awatch.. I forget when; 
about two or three months ago a 
resent to her.

Harry Etting, auctioneer, testified 
that he knew Wong Quong in San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. He testi- 
fied that the Chinaman bought a watch 
from him. It was a lady’s small watch. 
The court took a recess to allow the 
witness to get his salesbook and Mrs. 
Edgecomb to get the rim of the lost 
watch. When the book came the wit- 
ness could not find any entry of a sale 
to the Chinaman, although he swore 
omg that he sold’ him a watch. 
he witness could not identify the rim 
produced by Mrs. Edgecomb. 
The examination of the defendant 
was begun, and he testified as follows, 
exhibiting great emotion: 
Capt. Garrett: I live ig’ the city of 
Los Angeles, and will soon be here two 
years. I came here from San Frap- 
cisco, and went there from St. Louis. 
I came there in 1881 from New Orleans, 
but did not remain there all the time. 
I went to Washington and also to 
Florida. In May, 1882, I went back to 
New Orleans, and was there till my 
wife died, and came to 8t. Louis again. 
I am either 48 or 49 years.old} 1 was 
born in Missouri, opposite Libert 
Island; my tather owned the island. 
my first business was a railroad man; 
second, theatrical business — myself, 
Collins and Hankins built the Bowery 
Theater in St. Louis. I entered the 
Government service, a fought the 
Cheyenne Indians. went down 
to New Orleans in 1849 as a 
steamboat clerk. I then followed 
steamboating. Then I served in so 
many capacities I can hardly enumer- 
ate them. It was mostly.in the Gov- 
ernment service. I went into the 
secret service as an. emissary. 
served as captain of transportation. 
Then I was appointed in the Freed- 
man’s Bureau under Gen. Howard, In 
1866 I bought a boat and steambvated 
again. Inthe fall of 1866 I lost my 
boat. I went back again into the ser- 
vice, and afterwards was Assessor of 
one of the parishes appointed by the 
first civil Governor. eld various of- 
fices in the city of New Orleans, 25 or 
30. Butin May, 1862, [was married. 
I married a woman, whom I lived with 
for 13 years, and we had no children. 
I took a little girl and raised her, and 
she is now married. Wéetook another 
child and had it 18 months—a child of 
Mr. Stubblefield’s.

BLACK BART. 


IS HE THE ONE THE DETEC- 
TIVES ARE AFTER? 


And, Is It a Fact That He Made His 
Headquarters in Los Angeles 
for Some Time?—What the De- 
tective Says About the Man. 


There are four or five eastern detec- 
tives in this city, and during the past 
10 days they have been doing a good 
deal of “shadowing,” but they area 
close-mouthed crowd and it is almost 
impossible to tell exactly what they 
are doing, but it is believed by some of 
the local detectives that they are in the 
employ of Wells, Fargo & Co., and 
that they are on the track of a gang of 
train-robbers who have made this city 
their headquarters for some time. 

In connection with this matter the 
representative of a well-known detec- 
tive agency made the following state- 
ment yesterday: 

‘That this is a good place for train- 
robbers there is not the shadow of a 
doubt, and I have been confident for 
some time past that the money that 
was taken from Wells, Fargo & Co.’s 
treasure box in the San Joaquin Valley 
robbery when the big murder was 
committed several months ago is being 
spent in this city. 

‘Do I object to telling you why I 
believe so? No, I do not, for I am 
confident that the robbery and murder 
was committed by two men, one of 
whom was the notorious Black Bart, 
and the other agreenhorn, who has 
since been put to sleep by Bart, and I 
‘am just as confident that we will never 
be able to dig up evidence enough to 
even arrest Bart, much less convict 
him. To make alang story short, I 
will say that shortly before the rob- 
bery and murder I noticed Black Bart 
hanging around the city. I thought 
he was here for no good and made up 
my mind to watch him. I soon located 
his residence ina little shanty in the 
southern portion of the city. y next 
step was to become acquainted with 
him. This was not an easy matter, 
but I succeeded and found him tobe a 
very pleasant kind of fellow. He was 
going under an alias, of course, and 
ie out that he wasa mining man. 

asked him where his mine was 
located, but could never get nearer 
than that it was in Santa Barbara 
county. 

“‘Atter he had been herea short time 
he was joined by a young man who an- 
swers the description of one of the men 
who took part in the robbery. They 
left here for Santa Barbara a few days 
before the robbery, and from there 
they started on foot across the moun- 
tains, and, as near as I can figure the 
thing out, they had just time enough 
to make the trip and catch the train. 
Well, Bart returned to Santa Barbara 
alone. He was all fagged out, and 
looked as if he had had a hard time of 
it. Herested there a day, when he 
came on to Los Angelee and again took 
up his quarters in the little shanty. I 
did not think of him in connection 


with the robbery for some days after 
the affair, when I devoted my whole 
time to him.

‘“‘When he left Los Angeles he did 
not have any money to speak of, but 
now he was well supplied with gold 
and notes, and he spent it with a lib- 
eral hand. I did all in my power to 
get him under the influence of liquor, 
ut failed. All that I ever succeeded 
in getting out of him was that he did 
not believe that the robbers would 
ever be caught. ‘Oneof them is out 
of the way, and the other is too sharp,’ 
hg remarked to me one evening, but 
en I questioned him as to where he 
t his information he refused to talk 
urther on the subject. I watched 
him almost night and day after that, 
but he gave me the slip in some way, 
and I have not been able to get sight 
of him since. 
“T am confident that he went to gt 
the treasure which he had buried after 
the robbery, and when I followed him 
he surmised that I was a detective and 
gave me the slip. That he killed his 
‘pal’ I am confident from his actions, 
but why he should have done so I am 
at a loss to know. I am still on the 
lookout for Bart, and Iam pretty cer- 
tain that the eastern detectives are 
here on that case for I reported my in- 
formation, and they seem to be work- 
ing from that. 
near as I can learn the robbers 
got away with about $60,000, although. 
t was given out at the time that it 
would not exceed $3000. I hope they 
will get Bart, and make the case stick 
against him if he is the man, but I 
don’t believe he is in the United 
States.’’

SENATOR JONES TALKS ABOUT 
THE OUIFALL SEWER. 


If the Bonds Should Be Voted He 
Will at Once Begin Injunction 
Proceedings in the United States 
Court — Santa Monica's Harbor 
Advantages. 


SANTA Motta, Aug. 16.—[Corre- 
spondence of THE Timxs.] Senator 
John P. Jones, whohas been domiciled 
at his Ocean-avenue residence for the 
past month, granted a Tres man the 
favor of an interview last night. The 
question as to the position the Nevada 
legislator took regarding the outfall 
sewer proposition was first broached, 
and the Senator said: 

“It would be au act of vandalism to 
turn the filth of Los Angeles on the 
shores of this little city, and [I am op- 
posed to the proposition tooth and 
nail. It is not asifit were a case of 
this being the only possible outlet for 
the sewage of the Angel City, for 
under such circumstances we might 
submit and take our medicine. But 
this is an instance where other and 
more favorable routes can be adopted, 
and yet, right in the face of the strong 
opposition to this project, an endeavor 
is made to force it down our throats. 
If by any chance the bonds should be 
voted, 1 will immediately enter in- 
junction proceedings in the- United 
States Court, for I can do go as a resi- 
dent of Nevada with property interests 
here. I do not think that any judge 
would refuse to take evidence and con- 
sider the subject, on the grounds that 
no danger is yet being done, for in the 
case of a proposition to run sewage in 
‘an open ditch down the main street of 
a city, it would not be necessary to 
wait until the danger was done before 
obtaining an injunction.”’ 

‘“What do you think of the harbor 
here?”’ was the next question asked. 

‘Santa Monica is, in my opinion, 
more fitted to be the harbor for Los 
Angeles than aay other ace in this 
part of the country. he bay is 
naturally adapted for the purpose, and 
in the shelter of Catalina Island on 
the south, all that would be neces- 
sary would be the construction of 
three-fourths of a mile break-water 
to the north.to make a perfect haven. 
Then a wharf could be run out to deep 
water, and the as prea would be for- 
ever settled. ‘There would be no dredg- 
ing required here, as in the case at 
Wilmington, for in the reports of the 
engineers it is stated that San Pedro 
Bay would always require dredging on 
account of aceumulation of drifting 
sands. Hitherto I have felt some little | 
hesitancy in publicly espousing the 
cause of Santa Monica on account of 
my property interests here, but I think 
I am well enough known now te come 
out openly, and not have my actions 
misconstrued.”’ 

The question of the fuel proposition 
in Southern California was next 
brought up, and the Senator said: 

“1 think that a solution of the diffi- 
culty isat hand. At Ounalaska a coal 
deposit 40 feet thick and 10 miles long 
has been discovered, and there is 
enough material there to supply this 
part of the ‘country for hundreds of 
years. It is located on aspit, upon 
which a railroad could be run, and the 
coal worked at a cost of 50 cents per 
ton.

Several Persons Kille¢d—A Long List 
of Wounded.

The south-bound passenger 
train on the Butler branch of the Westeri 


‘Pennsylvania Railroad which left Butler, 


Pa., at 2:35 o’clock this afternoon, jumped 
the track at Carver’s station, and the en- 
tire train, consisting of two passenger 


}ecoaches and a combination smoking and 


baggage car, went over an embankment 
and was totally wrecked. Three persons 
were killed outright and 25 others injured, 
anumber of whom will die. The killed 
and injured are as follows: 

Killed: W. Powers, Lawrenceville, Pa.; 
a child of Mrs. Farrell of Butler; Mrs. Duff, 
an old lady, residence unknown. 

The wounded, as far as known, were: 
Ex-Mayor Lyon ot Pittsburgh. seriously, in 
the shoulder; Capt. Lower of Pittsburgh, 
head badly cut; D. he Jones and wife of 
Pittsburgh, seriously hurt and bruised; J. 
A. McLaughlin ot Pittsburgh, fatally in- 
ured; Col. Kowley of Pittsburgh, slight 

njured; Conductor Gray of Butler, seri- 
ously injured internally; Brakeman Karns 
of Butler, back broken; Mrs. Graff of Pitts- 
burgh, injured seriously; Bessie Fullwood, 
of Pittsburgh, cut in the head; Capt. Grace 
of Jamestown, N. Y., painfully injured. 
About fifteen others were more or less in- 
jured, but whose names are unodtainable at 
this writing. 

The accident was caused by the spread- 
ing of the rails on a small bridge. The 
rails were on stringers, which had rotted 
with time and long service. The engine 
passed over the bridge safely, but the first 
car was derailed aod plunged down the 
abyss some 30 feet below.

Brandies. 


Congressional Help to Be Invoked for 
Vineyardists. 


Horticulturists Hear Reports on 
Fruit Pests--The Curcullo Not 
Found In California--The 
Scale’s Ravages. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN Francisco, Aug. 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Sampling Committee 
reported to the State Viticultural Conven- 
tion today that 15 exhibitors, among them 
George A. Bram and Dr. J. A. Stuart of 
Santa Cruz, George West and son of Stock- 
ton, and John T. Vole of Santa Clara county, 
had submitted praiseworthy samples of red 
wine. Dr. Stuart and George A. Bram of 
Santa Cruz had submitted like samples of 
red wines, while six exhibitors of sweet 
wines and five exhibitors of brandy were 
entitled to the highest consideration. E. J. 
Baldwin was also mentioned as having sub 
mitted an excellent exhibit of wines and 
brandy, though it was not offered for com- 
petition. 

A resolution to the effect that the exhibit 
showed gratifying progress in the produc- 
tion of wines aud brandies in Califoroia, 
and that from the vineyards of this State 
are bow produced wines equal to the finest 
wines of the world, and urging vine-grow- 
ers toavoid ali artificial methods hence: 
forth in developing wines, was ordered 
printed. 

The convention decided to have a memo- 


gres3 making some changes in the present 
pure wine law by making tbe penalty fo:

out the violation; recommending that the 
bonded period for brandy be extended five 
years, and that grape spirits intended for 
a wines be made exempt from tax: 
ation.

Ex-Congressman Felton spoke to the 
effect that if wine-growers were to unite 
and make their wants known they would 
pow advocates in their present Representa- 
tives.

How- 
ever, he reminded them that eastern peo- 
ple had to be considered in the matter as 
their interests were often not ours.

As to aphelinus fuscipennis, the par- 
asite of th pernicious scale, the er 
says: ‘“Wewisited the orchard of Mr. Cass 
of Les Angeles, which is said to have been 
rid of pernicious scale by this parasite, the 
aphelinus. This orchard had been reported 
as badly infected with the pernicious scale, 
and later as having 
free from the scale. ‘The parasite was found 
to exist in great numbers, and full credit of 
freeing trees was given to the parasite. Be 
that as it may, we found the trees in this 
orchard still infected and having appear- 
ances of the spread of the scale, and after 
diligent search we only found one live 
aphelinus.”’ 

N. W. Motheral, who went to Sacramento 
for the purpose of investigating the rumor 
that curculio had appeared there reports 
that he examined all fruit stands in the city

THE FISH COMMISSION. 


Report of the Recent Cruise of the 
Albatross. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.j Prof. Charles H. Gilbert, 
who has been for the past seven months 
chief naturalist oi board the United States 
Fish Commission steamer Albatross has 
just returned to Washingtonand is now en- 
gaged at work on the collections made off 
the Pacific Coast. Prof. Gilbert says that 
after joining the ship at San Francisco 
early last winter, work commenced on the 
southern coast of California and continued 
three months between Point Conception 
and San Diego. The main work there was 
in locating fishing grounds and dredging tor 
deep sea materie!. While there 35 dif- 
ferent species of fish not known 
before on the coast were taken, some of 
them new to science. New fish and new 
fishing banks were discovered in the vicinity 
of San Diego and one company has already 
begun to fish on it. Prof. Gilbert thinks 


there is a possibility of some little industry | 


being established there. He does not, how- 
ever, regard it as a very important tishing 


nk. 

After completing the work on that part 
of the coastacruise was made into the 
Gulf of California, partly for the purpose of 
looking into the oyster question there, 
partly to ascertain whether the experiment 
of introducing shad into the Col- 
orado River had been successful. No shad 
were found in this river, although 
some had been planted there several years 
previously. The waters evidently were not 
suited to the species. South of Guaymas 
beds were found which are 
thought fully equal to the best we have on 
the eastern coast, and the question now to 
be determined is whether there is a suitable 

lace on the Californiacoast where they can 

propagated. Part of the work was of 
scientific interest, many new and very 
interesting specimens being obtained. 

Having fi: isbed the southern cruise the 
vessel proceeded northward, did some work 
off the coast of Oregon and Washington 
Territory, locating fishing banks there. It 
had been reported that there were cod and 
halibut banks off the northern coast, but 
the Albatross was not successful in finding 
the fish there in sufficient abundance to

How a Taxpayer Views It. 

Los ANGELES, Aug. 10.—[To the Ed- 
itor of THe Times.] . The absorbing 
topic of the hour is the sewer. It is dis- 
cussed on the street corners, in the 
stores, shops and hotels.. The advo- 
cates of the route to the sea say if the 
river route is taken and the water run 
upon the land, it will stink the city 
and whole country out of existence; but 
just here steps up one who lives there, 
and on whose farm the sewage runs, 
and says his farm is worth more by 100 
per cent. than it was before using sewer 
water,and so little offense is there that 
strangers never discover it, and often 
water their horses in the sewer ditches, 
and the trouble is they cannot get 
enough of that kind of water. But if run- 
ning the water to the river will stink 
up that section of country and city 
when the wind is in south, why will 
not the smell be the same if the sea 
route is taken, and 650 inches of 
this same water be spread over the 
land on the way, with the prevailing 
westerly wind? 

The fact is, the stink problem cuts 
but a small figure in this question. 
The motive to run the sewer to the sea 
is deeper, broader and more offensive 
than any smells that may arise there- 
from. 

The misfortune is, that our city gov- 
ernment is composed of mushroom 
statesmen, whose peculiar fitness seems 
to be to demoralize the police organiza- 
tion, plan to lay out drives, boulevards 
and parks, where it will do most good 
to replete their impoverished pockets 
on the receding swell of a busted 
boom. 

If the Council, in a sanitary and 
financial point of view, wish to pro- 
mote the health and monetary interest 
of the class of people in whose interest 
they profess to legislate, why do they 
not put the city’s money as the law 
provides, where it will return some 
revenue to benefit the poorer classes of 
taxpayers? Why dothey persistina 
desire to bond the city to that extent, 
that taxes for years to come 
will be a burden to thousands who 
have come here and invested their all 
in little homes yet unpaid for, and 
that for some time to come will deter 
capitalists from abroad investing in 
manufacturing, building mammoth 
hotels or any other enterprises? Do 
they persist in that route to the sea 
because the cost is greater, and that 
greater sums of money will be han- 
died, great contracts awarded, and 
hence a great chance for untold sums 
of “swag” and ‘‘boodle” to finds its 
way into the pockets of some of those 
whose boom in corner lots has gone 
**where the woodbine twineth’’? Can’t 
they make enough out of the boule- 
vard, park and other little schemes to 
let up on this, or would they rather 
wreck the city? It’s true a sewer 
must be built; but why the long, 
expensive route, when the shorter and 
cheaper from a practical standpoint is 
just as good? Suppose it should hap- 

that the sea route pollutes the 

the beach at Santa Monica; it would be 
ray untold mistortune to this city. The 
lea ‘of the sea route is thata “big 

ob” will be given to the laborers of 
this city, and hence the pledge of the 
Republican party will be redeemed.

HISTORICAL EVENTS THAT ARE 
WORTH RECALLING. 


Frederick the Great of Prussia and 
How He Provided for Dueling~— 
Rev. William Carey—The For 
gotten Poet Gowér—The Bloody 
Richard I!Il.—Admiral Blake. 


On the 17th of August, 1786, died 
the most remarkable sovereign that 
Prussia has yet produced, and one of 
the most remarkable sovereigns of 
Europe in the eighteenth century. In 
1776 there used to be seen in Berlin, 
sauntering on the terraces of Sans- 
Souci for a short time in the afternoon, 
or you might have seen him elsewhere 
at an earlier hour, riding or driving im 
a rapid business manner on the open 
roads, or through the scraggy woods 
and avenues of that intricate, amphib- 
ious Potsdam region, a highly interest- 
ing, lean, jittle old man, of alert 
though slightly stooping figure, whose 
name among strangers was King Fred- 
erick the 1I., or Frederick the Great 
of Prussia, and at home —— the 
common people, who much loved and 
esteemed him, it was Vater Fritz 
(Father Fred), a name of familiarity 
which had not bred contempt in that 
instance. He 1s a king, every inch of 
him, though without the trappings of 
aking. He presents himself ina Spar- 
tan simplicity of vesture; no crown, 
but an old military cocked hat: no 
scepter, but one like Agamemnon’s, a 
walking-stick cut from the woods, 
which serves also as a riding-stick 
(with which he hits the horse “between 
the ears,” say authors); and for royal 
robes, merely a soldier’s blue coat with 
red facings, the coat likely to be old 
and sure to have a good deal of Span- 
ish snuff on the breast of it; the rest of 
the apparel dim, unobtrusive in color: 
or cut, ending in high, over-knee mili- 
tary boots, which may be brushed and 
kept soft with an underhane suspicion 
of oil, but not permitted to be black- 
ened or varnished. Frederick was 
&@ man of humor, as well ag 
& warrior and administrator. 
On one occasion two officers of 
his army having quarreled, sought 
and obtained the King’s permission to 
fight a duel. When they arrived at 
the place of meeting the two com- 
batants found that a gallows had been 
erected on the spot. When they asked 
the King the reason of this unexpected 
structure, Frederick replied that he 
was going to hang the survivor. The 
duel was not fought. 

REV. WILLIAM CAREY. 
The Rev. William Carey, D.D., the 
celebrated Baptist missionary to India, 
was born August 17,1761. He served 
his time as a shoemaker, but began to 
preach in his 20th year. He soon after 
published a pamphlet which attracted 
the attention of two coworkers and led 
to the formation of a missionary soci- 
ety. In 1793 Carey and a Mr. Thomas 
were sent as missionaries to India, and 
rom this time to his death 
indefatigable in his efforts to spread 
the knowledge of the gospel among the 
natives. ‘Through his efforte-u 


in 40 oriental languages or dialects 
besides a great number of tracts and 
other religious works. 
the literary labor was performed

Gower read law in 
London and became a general and ac- 
complished scholar. His poems, how- 
ever, lacked the vigor and .melodious 
smoothness of Chaucer, and so are lit- 
tle read at the present day.

Richard, Duke of York, who were 
smothered in the Tower August 17, 
1483.

Aftera reign of about two months 
he was thrown into the Tower by his 
Uncle Richard, Duke of Gloucester, 
who procured bis death and his own 
accession in the manner above stated. 
ADMIRAL BLAKE, 

_ Admiral Robert Blake, who is re- 
garded as the founder of the naval as- 
cendency of Great Britain, was born in 
1599. He studied at Oxford and en- 
tered Parliament for his native city of 
Bridgewater in 1640. An ardent Re- 
publican and Puritan, he gained dis- 
tinction in the civil war by his defense 
of Taunton in 1645. Four years later, 
he was given the supreme naval com- 
mand, and chased Prince Rupert to 
Portugal, where he destroyed a great 
number of ships. In the Dutch war 
of 1652 he gained several decisive vic- 


stroyed the Spanish fleet at Santa
